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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 60-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Recitation "a sensor comprising: a bladder having a chamber" in claim 

60 is unclear. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

2. Claims 60-66 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fortune et al (US. 6,101,436). 

As to claims 60-61 , and 65-66, Fortune et al disclose a sensor for sensing 
pressure applied to a seat by an occupant of the seat and for controlling 
deployment of an airbag, comprising: a bladder (20) having a chamber; the 
bladder adapted to be arranged in a seat portion of the seat (12); and a 
transducer (26) for measuring a pressure in the chamber, wherein deployment of 
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the airbag is controlled based at least in part on the pressure measured in the 
chamber (see column 2, lines 65-68); wherein the chamber has multiple sections 
(74) in flow communication with one another. 

As to claims 62-64, Fortune et al disclose a method for controlling an 
occupant restraint device arranged to protect an occupant in a vehicle in a crash 
involving the vehicle, comprising the steps of: arranging a bladder (20) having a 
chamber in a seat (12) portion of a seat in the vehicle; measuring a pressure (26) 
in the chamber; and controlling deployment the occupant restraint device based 
at least in part on the measured pressure; providing a chamber with multiple 
sections (74) in flow communication with one another, wherein, the occupant 
restraint device is an airbag (see column 2, lines 65-68).
